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Louisiana Text Messaging Prohibited 


The Text messaging ban went into effect today (8/15/10). While there is no direct ex- 
ception for amateur radio, they did specifically exclude devices “permanently affixed to a 
motor vehicle.” They also included the soon to be famous “citizens band radio hybrids” 
and exempted devices with a push-to-talk function.

§300.RS 32:300.5. Use of certain wireless telecommunications devices for text messag- 
ing prohibited. 
A. 


(1) Except as provided in Subsection B of this Section, no person shall operate any mo- 
tor vehicle upon any public road or highway of this state while using a wireless telecommu- 
nications device to write, send, or read a text-based communication. For purposes of this 
Section, a person shall not be deemed to be writing, reading, or sending a text message if 
the person reads, selects, or enters a telephone number or name in a wireless telecommuni- 
cations device for the purpose of making a telephone call. 

(2) 

(a) "Wireless telecommunications device" means a cellular telephone, a text- 
messaging device, a personal digital assistant, a stand alone computer, or any other substan- 
tially similar wireless device that is readily removable from the vehicle and is used to write, 
send, or read text or data through manual input. A "wireless telecommunications device" 
shall not include any device or component that is permanently affixed to a motor vehicle. It 
does not include citizens band radios, citizens band radio hybrids, commercial two-way ra- 
dio communication devices, or electronic communication devices with a push-to-talk func- 
tion. 

(b) "Write, send, or read a text-based communication" means using a wireless tele- 
communications device to manually communicate with any person by using a text-based 
communication referred to as a text message, instant message, or electronic mail. 


B. The provisions of this Section shall not apply to the following: 

(1) Any law enforcement officer, firefighter, or operator of an authorized emergency 
vehicle while engaged in the actual performance of his official duties. 

(2) An operator of a moving motor vehicle using a wireless telecommunications device 
to: 

(a) Report illegal activity. 

(b) Summon medical or other emergency help. 

(c) Prevent injury to a person or property. 

(d) Relay information between a transit or for-hire operator and that operator's dis- 
patcher, in which the device is permanently affixed to the vehicle. 

(e) Navigate using a global positioning system. 

(3) A physician or other health care provider using a wireless telecommunications de- 
vice to communicate with a hospital, health clinic or the office of the physician, or to other- 
wise provide for the health care of an individual or medical emergency through a text-based 
communication. 

C. 
(1) The first violation of the provisions of this Section shall be punishable by a fine of 
not more than one hundred seventy-five dollars. 

(2) Each subsequent violation shall be punishable by a fine of not more than five hun- 
dred dollars. 

(3) If the person is involved in a crash at the time of violation, then the fine shall be 
equal to double the amount of the standard fine imposed in this Subsection and the law en- 
forcement officer investigating the crash shall indicate on the written accident form that the 
person was using a wireless telecommunications device at the time of the crash. 

(4) Any violation of this Section shall constitute a moving violation. A law enforce- 
ment officer shall enforce the provisions of this Section only as a secondary action when 
the officer detains a driver for an alleged violation of another provision of this Chapter.

CLUB MEETING: 

The meeting was opened by the 
Vice-President Archie W5AG due to 
the fact that President Irma Bookter 
KE5UPK was out of town.

There were 32 members in atten- 
dance. 

Introductions: All of the atten- 
dees gave their names, call signs and 
any interesting contacts that they might 
have made during the last month. 

Minutes: The July Minutes were 
not read, due to being posted in the 
August LARC Newsletter. 

Financial Report: The June 10" 
financial report was read by club treas- 
urer Joy N5YCS. Any club member 
needing a copy of the financial report 
can contact Joy at: n5ycs@w3Sddl. 
org 

Old Business: Archie W5AG 
asked for a report from the committee 
looking into the new club generators. 
Dick WA6MDI stated that a report was 
submitted to the Club President Irma 
KE5UPK and that the committee had 
fulfilled its' duty. The committee is/was 
awaiting further direction. 

Archie W5AG also asked for a ver- 
bal summary of the work done on the 
W5DDL 146.820 MHz repeater. Dick 
WA6MDI gave a full summary of all ac- 
tivities. These included that the new 
location is on top of the Chase Bank 
Towers building at +/- 260 Ft., the re- 
peater output is 10 watts, the phone 
patch is working and that a UPS with 
filtering and a phone line filter were do- 
nated by Joe Fain W5XJF (IT director 
for Chase Bank). Plans are to put a PL 
tone on this machine as soon as funds 
are approved. Dick also stated that a 
phone line and a static IP port for the 
internet was made possible by Chase 
Towers. Dick thanked Grant KF5CNU, 
Charlie KI5XP, Fred W5MLE, Glen 
KF5BET, Et. Al. for their help with the 
installation of the repeater system. 

Archie W5AG and Joy N5YCS 
went over the expenditures spent on 
the re-location of the repeater, keeping 
in mind that these expenditures were 
not budgeted. Only monies to fix or 
maintain the repeater was included in 
the budget. 

New Business: Dick WA6MDI 
asked the club for consideration in pur- 
chasing a new PL Decoder, +/- $60.00, 
since the present decoder is not appli- 
cable, and to provide AC hardwiring 
into the Chase Banks emergency, 


natural gas generators for +/- $500.00. 
There was a motion made to accept 
these expenditures and the motion was 
seconded. Pending the Board's accep- 
tance and a budget amendment, the 
club voted and the ayes were in the 
majority. 

Calvin KD5JCT asked the club to 
consider removing AMOS from service 
and sell it. Calvin and Ed WAS5TNK 
brought up that AMOS is a money 
drain on the club with insurance and 
maintenance, etc. Archie W5AG as- 
sembled a committee made up by Ed 
WAS5TNK, Grant KF5SCNU, Nick 
KE5MWX, Archie W5AG and Linda 
KE5HSY. This committee is to review 
alternatives and expenses and give 
recommendations on the future of 
AMOS and any replacements. The 
motion will be tabled for 60 days until a 
report is made by the committee. A 
vote was taken and the ayes were in 
the majority. 

Roland NAS5Q asked that we 
change our Web Site host to one with 
more features and at less cost. No 
changes to our website users will be 
visible. One of the features of this 
change will be a “reflector” so users 
can “buy/sale/trade” or pass informa- 
tion as a forum. A vote was taken to 
make this change and the ayes were in 
the majority. 

Guest Speaker: After breaking for 
sandwiches and drinks, Archie W5AG 
gave a presentation and video on two 
Field Day Contest Teams.

Paul’s “Easy Hot & Clear Pepper Jelly” 
by Paul D. Scallan, SR - KSVSH 


3/4 Cup of Cider Vinegar (5% Acidity). 
Teaspoons of Tabasco Pepper Sauce. 
4 (3 Oz.) Package of Liquid Certo Pectin 
or 1/2 package or .875 Oz. Of Sure Jell 
1 Powder. 


3 to 4 Drops food coloring (Red or 
Green). 
3 1/2 Cups of Sugar. 


Combine the first three ingredients into a medium sauce pan. Bring to a rapid, roll- 
ing boil with a hot fire on top the stove. Add the sugar immediately. Stir constantly 
and after the mix comes to a full boil, that can't be stirred down, boil 1 more minute, 
remove from heat and add red food coloring. Stir. Put in sterilized jars. Will make 3+ 
Cups. If the jelly is not hot enough, add more Tabasco. If the jelly is too hot, use less. 
This recipe is far less expensive than the Tabasco Brand Pepper jelly available com- 
mercially. 

This recipe is so easy, since it doesn't have any chopping, de-seeding, or dicing in- 
volved. For Jalapeno use Tabasco Jalapeno sauce with green coloring. 

NOTE: Watch the prep time very closely. I didn't, and my jelly turned out 
rock solid this time with the same recipe. You might want to read the directions on 
the Pectin Package for the "Easy Recipe Procedure".
